THE RECEPTION. 

1 1b an hlstorle waterway 

I that separates Sweden from 

Denmark. MoEt of the 
events that figure promin- 
ently in the history of the 
two countries are In some 
way connected with it3 ' 
name, and numerous war- 
riors of bloody fame have, in times 
gone by, crossed Its waves on their 
fateful errands. Last Friday morning 
they carried once more the world's 
great Salvation General from eoaat to 
const, and they smiled In the sun- 
shine as If conscious of the honor 
and privilege. 

Perhaps they would have smiled 
anyway, but then that part of Copen- 
hagen towards which the General's 
steamer headed plainly showed that 
it was thoroughly awake to the im- 
portance of the visit about to be 
paid It, and that it appreciated it In 
u manner which called for snecl&l 
manifestation ; heuce these swarms 
of people that lined the quay ; hence 
these fluttering banners and glowing 
colore ; hence these strains of music 
floating out on every breeze ; these 
shouts and hallelujahs that pierce 
the air like feathered arrows ; hence 
all this joy and affection that rolled 

out towards the steamer and garter- 
ed itself In a radiant welcome round 
the most conspicuous figure on Its 
crowded deck — i.he figure of the vet- 
eran leader of the Salvation Army ! 

It was a beautiful moment when the 
General, fresh (rum Sweden's wonder- 
ful battlefields, venerable, but youth- 
fully enthusiastic and forceful, stepped 
Into the clrele that opened for him 
so readily, and closed around him 
with such uccl; matlons. Still more 
wonderful because of the fact tbat 
behind these hundreds stood the 
country's thousands, united In the 
same purpose — tbat the weleome 
which arose from this multitude round 
a ready echo throughout a people to 
whom tbe Army has meant, and still 
means, so m»«h.

THE SOLDIERS' MEETING. 

Saturday evening, the opening of 
tho Copenhagen Congress, wan a wor- 
thy beginning of what was to follow. 
Ft started by hreaklng one or two re- 
cords — notably as to crowds. Never 
have so many soldiers thronged the 
splendid Copenhagen Temple as on 
this occasion. Had it been a rainy or 
otherwise disagreeable night, nobody 
might have been disappointed ; but 
it was one of the hottest July even- 
ings on record, and Major Marcussen, 
the Copenhagen D.O., wbo glories in 
seeing well-founded disbelief explod- 
ed, was radiant. 

He was not the only one. There 
was plenty of shouting and enthusi- 
asm — tbere always la in a Danish 
meeting— but there was somothlng 
more. There was a splendid realiza- 
tion of tremendoUE reBponslbllltlen 
from tho moment the soldiers bad 
caugbt a Et'mnse of their Generals 
face, uud felt the Influence of the 
earnestness of his spirit. No body of 
Boldiers lovo their Ganoral more than 
his Copenhagen troops ; and none are 
more eager to benefit to the utmost by 
his presence. Consequently, the meet- 
ing was, right from tho buglnning, a

remarkable one. From every corner 
of the hall eager eyes hung on the 
lips of the General, as he spoke to 
them the message which had become 
to his own soul a consuming lire, and 
the influences that swayed the meet- 
ing became soon so powerful as to 
And expression in the faces of the 
listeners. T«.ars glistened in many 
eyes. In a corner a face was cover- 
ed with trembling hands, and sub- 
dued sobs shook there a powerful 
frame. Needless to say that the clos- 
ing scenes of a meeting of this de- 
acrlption were far beyond the ordin- 
ary. The place around the penitent 
form hecame holy ground : the tears 
and sohs of repenlauce brought near 
tbe angels of mercy ; the amtloa and 
shouts of those who claimed the re- 
ward of their consecration filled the 
hall with heavenly Joy, while the long 
processions of penitents and backslid- 
ers testified to the far-reaching im- 
pressiveness of the meeting.

HE work of Christ, In Its 

T ultimate purpose, was the 

production of the greatest 
amount of happiness. The 
well helng of men lay at 
the foundation of His 
great sacrifice, and was 
equally the objective of 

His great example. Called 

to be co-workers with Him, we who 
accept His redeeming love and ac- 
knowledge His Kingship, are required 
to conform to His Image ourselves, 
nnd to tabor, In harmony with the 
same principles upon which He Him- 
self works, for the good of others. 
To be a follower of Christ, In the 
Mew Testament conception of that 
term, Is to he 
a worker for 
Christ. . Indeed 
the Scriptures 
do not appear 
Eo contemplate 
any such thing 
as association 
with Christ, 
without corres- 
ponding r e - 
sponslbillty for 
labor In His 
cause — that Is. 
labor In the business of promoting the 
happiness of mankind. 

But effective labor in any such 
cause Involves both devotion to that 
cause and opposition to the forees 
which binder it. The modern Idea of 
the preservation of life, for example, 
supposes a changeless antipathy to 
disease on the part of the men to 
whom society has entrusted the in- 
tercut* of the puhHc health. All pro- 
gress In that direction implies, not 
only a high estimate of the value of 
human life, hut progress towards the 

Complete Extermination 

of disease-breeding eentres, of infec- 
tion-bearing agents, and of all the 
paraphernalia of polson-dlstrlbutlng 
media. The true lover of liberty, also. 
Is not merely e- devotee of freedom In 
the abstract, extoling Its joys, and 
singing its triumphs, but he Is a bater 
and an opponent of slavery, of op- 
pression, of human hondage In every 
form, In every clime. In every age; 
he passes over the supposed advant- 
ages which are incidentally claimed 
for It here and there, and fixing his 
attention on the principle of evil, of 
which It Is the Incarnation, he loathes 
It, sets himself to resist It, and will 
only bo satlsBed when It has been 
exterminated root and branch. 

This principle holds lu all human 
progress, and It holds In work for 
Christ, not only because It Is in the 
nature of things reasonable and neces- 
sary, hut because It Is in harmony 
with His own character. The Idea of 
His assenting to the theories or forces 
which oppose His standards of love 
and right, Is unthinkable. That He 
could have consented to profit, even In 
His holy mission, hy any dahhllng 
with the Roman or Jewish Iniquity 
which prevailed around Him, Is In- 
conceivable. A moment's considera- 
tion compels us to acknowledge with 
reverence, that with Him 

Compromise Waa as Impossible as 
Crime. 

Next in Importance, and in unending 
Influence on mankind to His death on 
the eross, was tbe lofty and Inflexible 
moral standard He erected In sight 
of a selfish and compromising world. 
And W this be true of Him, It must 
be tme of those who really follow 
Him. He has called them to be co- 
operators ■ with Him. He set up a hu- 
man society or church — or, as I prefer 
to call It, an Army— for the declared 
purpose of carrying on the work He 
hegan. His whole conception of that 
church Involves ft union of men and 
women, not only devoted to His per- 
son, not only striving after high moral 
attainments themselves, not merely 



even girded to suffer for His name. 
hut of men and women united In a pas- 
sion of service for those who are ig- 
norant of His power and outside His 
fold. Go and preach My Gospel to 
every ereature. He said;— Go and des- 
elple all nations; Go and know no- 
thing among men hut Me and My 
words; Go and pull men out of the 
Are; Go and lift Me up, and 1 will 
draw them to God; and hy* this ser- 
vlee will he realized His great will 
of henefleenee and His high purpose 
in the holiness and happiness of men. 
Among the forees arrayed 
Against the Happiness of Mankind, 
I think that even our opponents will 
agree that strong drink Occupies a 
leading place. For myself, I do not 
hesitate to say lhat It is responsible 
for more crime, for more poverty, for 



more" disease, for more premature 
death, for more moral degradation. 
sr,d for more Bin against God, than 
all tue wars and slaveries of the world 
put together. The universal Judg- 
ment of thoughtful and responsible 
men pronounces upon It and its In- 
temperate use a unanimous verdict of 
guilty to the most awful Indictment 
ever brought against any form of evil. 
The churches themBelves have proved 
It the most fruitful source of weakness 
and hackslldlng, and the members 
who have heen lost to their commun- 
ions hy Its ageney. are perhaps as 
great as the whole numher of those 
which have remulned hehlnd. Not 
content with the conquests of the mo- 
ment, it provides that Its victims pass 
on to future generations the seeds 
of a frightful harvest. The children, 
and the children's children— yes, to 
the third and fourth generation- 
stunted In their physical powers and 
Marred In Their Moral Nature. 

grow up to curse It. to he cursed 
again, and to pass on the curse once 
more. 

But as all this is admitted, 1 will 
not Insult you hy adducing proofs. 
One might almost declare that the 
whole creation groans in proof of the 
euormfty of that hurden of misery 
which the drink uud the drink traffic 
have laid upon us.

JUSTIFICATION 



By J. A. WOOD- 



What Is justification ? 

Justification Is pardon or forgive- 
ness. Sin Is a violation of law, and 
is a caphal offence. "The wages of 
sin Is death." Justification is that 
governmental act of God's grace, ab- 
solving tbe penitent Blnner from all 
past guilt, and removing the penalty 
of violated law. . It precedes regen- 
eration, and is by faith. Tbe penitent 
sinner helleveu on tbe Lord Jesus 
Christ, and God pardons his sins, re- 
mits the punishment they deserve, re- 
ceives him Into favor nnd fellowship, 
and treats him as though he bad not 
sinned. "Being Justified by faltb, we 
have peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ." 

Can a state of Justification he re- 
tained while sin Is committed 7 

It cannot. "He that eominltteth sin 
is of the devil." The commission of 
sin negatives tbe justified state, and 
any professing Christian v.'ho lives in 
the commission of sin, Is a sinner and 
not a saint. "He that salth, I know 
Him, and keepeth net His command- 
ments, Ib a liar." "We know that 
whosoever Is horn of God siuneth not." 
" Whosoever commttteth sin trans- 
grcsseth also the law." "In this 
(committing sin or otherwise) the 
children of God are manifest and the 
children of the devil." 

All sin is forhldden, and be who 
commits sin Is "of the devil." No 
state of grace admits of committing 
sin. A state of justification implies 
freedom from the guilt of sin by par- 
don, and freedom from the commis- 
sion of sin hy renewing, assisting 
grace. "Whosoever Is horn of God 
doth not commit sin; for his seed 
remalneth In him, and he cannot sin. 
because he Is horn of God." 

The lowest type of a Christian sln- 
neth not, and Is not condemned. The 
minimum of salvation Is salvation 
from sin. The maximum Is salvation 
from pollution — the inclination to sin. 

What Othere Say About It 

1. Mr. Wesley says : " But even 
babes In Christ are so far perfect as 
not to commit sin. . . We all agree 
and earnestly maintain, 'He that com- 
mttteth fdn Is of the devl! ' We agree, 
'Whosoever is horn of God doth not 
commit Bin.' " — Sermon on "Sin . In 
Believers." 

B. Rev, Luther Lee says: "No man 
can helieve with, the heart unto right- 
eousness, or no afi to obtain Justifica- 
tion, while living In the practice of 
any known sin, or In tho neglect of 
any known duty. . . The moment he 
does what he knows to be a sin, or 
neglects what he knows to be a duty, 
faith, by which he Is Justified, lela 
go Its hold upon God, anil he loses 



his Justification. . . . Justification, 
which Is by faith alone, carries with 
it entire submission and obedience to 
God. . . The will is right at the 
moment of regeneration, and It must 
remain right, or wilful sin will be the 
result, and justification will he lost." 
— Lee's Theology, p. 191. 

3. Rev. Timothy Merrltt says: "The 
word of God plainly declares that 
those who are born again, even in the 
lowest sense, do not continue In sin; 
lhat they cannot live any longer there- 
in." — Christian Mannal. 

•I. "The continuance of the justified 
state," says Bishop Peck, "implies 
obedience In Intention to all tbe re- 
quirements of the Gospel, the law of 
progress ('grow in grace*), and the 
law of purity ('be ye holy'), included." 
—Central Idea, p. 59. 

5. Rev. Alfred Barns says : " No 
man can he a Christian who voluntar- 
ily Indulges in sin, or In what he knows 
to be wrong." — Notes on II. Corinth- 
ians, chap. 7. 

Received and Retained by Faith. 

The conditions of receiving Justifi- 
cation and of retalnlug it are me 
same. Christ Is reeelved by penitent- 
ial submission and faith. "As ye have 
therefore received Jesus Christ the 
Lord, so walk ye in Him." Justifica- 
tion cannet be retained with less con- 
secration and faith than that hy 
which It was received. 

Conscious confidence and conscious 
gilt cannot co-exist In the same heart. 
There Is a vital union between justify- 
ing faith and an ohedlent spirit. 
While obedience makes faith perfect, 
dlsohedlence destroys it. Salvation Is 
by appropriating faith, and such faith 
or trust can he exercised only when 
there Is a consciousness of complete 
surrender to God. A Justlfled state 
can exist only in connection with a 
serious, honest intention to ohey all 
the commands of God. 

The standard of justification Is too 
low among many professors of relig- 
ion. It should ever be borne hi mind 
that believers cannot commit sin 
without forfeiting Justification and 
laying the foundation for repentance 
from dead works. There must he a 
continued onedfence to all the known 
will of God, If we would retain HIb 
favor. 

The commission of sin, any sin. Is 
Inconsistent with supreme love to 
God. If we love God supremely (and 
not to do It Is Idolatry), we cannot 
knowingly displease Him for the sake 
of pleasing ourselves. Whom we su- 
premely lovo we desire to please, and 



all sin la an offence against tie Hw 
of love. WH 

We should make a distinction,. to" 
some eitent, between sin comjaltfea; 
by deliberate thought and set pore^r 
and sin committed by sudden imptdse' 
under strong distraction and tempt* 
tlon. 

Are obedience and disobeakjace 
units in their spirit and root ? -i 
Eternal Antagonisms. 

They are; and they are eternal an-' 
lagonlsms. 

1. The real spirit of disobedient 
Is ever one and the same— the same : ■ 
for every precept, for all tlmeB, M4 
for all eireumstancea. Bach Bin eHk. 
Is a violation ot the same obligations* 
outrages the same law. Insults the 
same Law-giver, evinces the same re- 
hellion of spirit, and Incurs the same 
fearful curse denounced against the 
law-breaker. "Whosoever will keep 
the whole taw. and yet offend In one 
point, he Is guilty of all." (James Ji. 
10.) 

2. The real spirit of ohedlence : is 
ever one and the Bame, the Bame far 
every precept, the same for all times, 
and for all circumstances. Tbe spirit 
of true obedience has regnrd to God's 
supreme authority, and Involves sub- 
mission of the whole soul to that bo- 
thorlty. Every act of real obedience - 
has reference to the same obligations, 
regard for the same law, respect to 
the same Law-giver, evinces tbe same 
submissive spirit, and secures the 
same glorious reward In the divine 
favcr and blessing. Hence, he who 
has the true spirit of ohedlence as to 
one precept tof tbe law, bas it as to 
all the rent. "He that Is faihful Id 
that whleh is least. Is faithful also la 
much." (Luke xvl. 10.) 

3. The law of God is essentially a 
unit. It 1b sueh, in bo much that be 
who breaks any one precept breaks 
the law— Insults the Law-given,. and 
avows disregard of HIb authority. The 
majesty and authority of the law re- 
sides equally In every precept, so that 
he who disoheys any single precept 
disobeys God, and strikes a blow 
which takes effect against the whole . 
law. God's law Is one; a common 
Interest and relationship exist be- 
tween all the preeepts, so that we can- 
not honor and obey one part, while 
we are dishonoring and trampling 
down another part. "He that Is unjust 
In tbe least is unjust also In much." 
(Luke xvl. 10.) 

4. Total abstinence from all sin is 
the only practicable rule of life. To 
sin in one thing, and to really obey 
God In another at the same time, la 
utterly imposslhle. All true ohedlence 
involves supreme regard to divine 
authority, and he who has It, cannot 
knowingly disregard or reject that 
authority. God forbids all sin. Every 
precept of the law has an eqaaly ob- 
ligation. Any dlsohedlence rejects 
and Insults divine authority, and lays 
the foundation for universal dlsobed- 

A spirit of disobedience In the heart, 
In regard to any item of God's will, 
vitiates for the time any true obed- 
ience, hescc, real obedtenco to God 
in one thing, end persistent dlsohed- 
lence In another thing, cannot exist 
at the same time. The soul under 
the pressure of distraction of power- , 
tul temptation, as already stated, may 
occasionally for a moment sin, wLHs 
It may really ohey God In all thiags, 
"I worship Thee, sweet will of God I 

And all Thy ways adore. 
And every day l live I seem 

To love Thee more and more."

On the other hand, It was 
far from heing an exhibition of Ham- 
let without the Prince of Denmnrk.

A com- 
plete reconciliation took place, and 
that night the erring daughter, forgiv- 
en hy her parents and by God, slept 
once more beneath the home roof-tree,

SUNDAY. 
Hosea xiv. 1-9. — In returning to God, 
iBrael Is urged to bring with It words 
— words of contrite confession, words 
of earnest supplication, words of holy 
pleading, and words of self-dedication. 
The " calves of our lips" meanB the 
fruit of our lips, which is a choice 
Hebrew phrase (Isaiah lvll. 19). The 
fruit is, of course, praise and thanks- 
giving, or vows of obedience (PBalm 
1, 13, 14; lxlx. 30, 31). Our lips shall 
celehrate God's forgiving grace, they 
shall talk to Him, speak of Him be- 
fore men, and shall, in concert with 
our hearts and in connection with our 
lives, be Hla for ever. At verse 3 
Israel renounces those sins against 
the theocracy of which the prophet 
had accused him— viz., trust in Assyr- 
ia and reliance on horses and chariots. 
In response, the Lord describes the 
Wessings which He will give. The 
Imager? reminds ua of the Song of 
Songs, especially the references to the 
Illy and to Lebanon. The image of 
the lily suggests heauty and profusion, 
whilst that of Lebanon speakB of 
stability. To cause this, the Lord will 
be to them as the night-mist. The 
graces of the Spirit are the hidden 
dew. The more we depend upon 
Christ, and draw sap and virtue from 
Him, the more beautiful and steadfast 
our life shall be. 

MONDAY. 
Joel I. 1-20.— This chapter contains 
a description of ft lamentable devast- 
ation made of the country of Judah 
by locuBls rntd caterpillers. When the 
Lord purpoacB to rebuke sin, He has 
no need to create new agencleB; there 
are myriads awaiting His command. 
Locusts will execute His judgments. 
The Divine source of retribution is 
beyond human imagination. God's 
weak things are strong enough to 
work mischief to the vlcked. Man 
|b soon smitten down by little crea- 
tures. This retribution .vas merciless, 
and left no sign of vegetable life. 
Sometimes the word of the Lord is 
associated with successive sorrows to 
the soul, but all with merciful design 
to lead It to repentance. From this 
day'B portion we are taught (1) that 
sin Is sure to be followe 1 by the most 
awful calamities; (2) tiiat the retri- 
butive agents of God arn countless in 
number and effective in equipment; 
(3) that Bin divests the world of its 
beauty, and Its Inhabitants of Its Joy. 

TUESDAY. 

Joel II. 1-14.— The Judgment written 
in the law (Deut. xsvili. 42), "The 
fruit of thy land shall the locuBts 
consume," Is here being fulfilled. What 
a graphic description we have of God's 
army of locusts. There is nothing 
like It In the book of God. None can 
escape the wrath of God, or make 
headway against it, or bear up under 
Its weight (1 Sam. vi. 20 ; Ps. Iwvl. 
7). In the 12-14 verses we And the 
prophet turns from hla stern message 
to one more winning and welcome, 
and makes known the readiness of 
God to pardon the apostate nation If 
It will but turn to Him with a sincere 
and contrite heart. Rend your heart 
and not your garments, means not 
only your garments but your heart. 
Repentance for sin Is a necessity. The 
rent heart implies that which is in- 
ward, and Includes true sincerity and 
genuine sorrow. 

WEDNESDAY. 
Joel II. 15-27.— In the first three 
verBes we have a nation urged to a 
meeting truly penitential. From this 
we learn that national assemblies 
should be called together to confess 
Bin bofore God; that the maintaining 
of th© credit ol the nation among Its

Tof a watchman vary accord- 
ing to the nature of his oc- 
TTTT cupatlon, and the value of 
||§ I the property placed In his 
I § £ i care. The one main quallfl- 
T-I-Xll cation in every caBe is 
faithfulness, and only Inasmuch a& 
the person possesses it is he to be 
relied upon, or will his service prove 
acceptahle. On the other hand, to 
be unfaithful In such a position, not 
only disqualifies the man, hut too 
often endangers the lives of others, 
end canses disaster and destruction. 

Unfaithful Watchmen. 

I once read of a pilot who carelessly 
allowed his vessel to run upbn the 
rocks, wrecking the ship, and causing 
a terrible Iobb of life. In one of the 
factories In our city, a negligent 
watchman allowed Are to gain such 
a headway as to destroy several thou- 
sand dollars' worth of goods, and for 
a time to endanger the whole estab- 
lishment. A mllkinac was driving 
home after his morning delivery, 
when, through the false signal of the 
crossing watchman, he drove directly 
In front of a train and was hurled 
Into eternity. During a recent cam- 
paign a sentry fell asleep at his post, 
allowng the enemy to surprise the 
camp, kill or capture his comrades, 
and loot the stores. 

These are only a few passing in- 
stances of unfaithfulness In watch- 
men, showing the disastrous results, 
hut none of them to be compared with 
the one other clasB of watchmen I 
wish to refer to, nor such a calamity 
as Inevitably follows the neglect of 
duty in their case. Never has a more 
solemn charge been given, nor a more 
sacred duty assigned to man, than 
that described In Ezeklel ill. IT, "Son 
of man, I have made thee a watchman 
unto the house of Israel: therefore 
hear the word at My mouth, and give 
them warning from Me." Vet this Is 
the i position In which every truly 



converted man or woman is placed 
towards their fellow-men, and Just In 
proportion to their opportunities Is 
their responsibility. In the verses fol- 
lowing the one above quoted, Ezeklel 
very clearly define b his God-given 
commission, and the resnUs following 
either the faithful or unfafthfnl dis- 
charge of bis duty. 

How important it Is, then, that 
every minister and layman, every offi- 
cer and soldier, should have a tight 
conception of thel* uoBltlon, and the 
nature of their call. The Apostle 
Paul describes it thus ; "For we are 
unto God a sweet savor of Christ ; 
In them that are saved, and In them 
that psrish. To the one we are 
the savor of life unto life ; 
and to the other the savor of 
death unto death." Well indeed might 
the Apostle ask, "And "ho is sufficient 
for these things 7" And certain in- 
deed ought we to be that we can 
truthfully say, "For we are not as 
many, which corrupt the word of God, 
hut as of sincerity, hut as of God, in 
the sight of God speak we In Christ" 
The duties of a watchman In Israel 
are often very varied, and not always 
of the most pleasant character — In 
fact, the position Is so trying that it 
requires a man of real conrage, fully 
equipped by God, to rightly Oil it. 
Watchman Moses required a gTeat 
deal of patience in his dealings with 
the Children of Israel. In one In- 
stance we find him face to face with a 
murmuring, dissatisfied multitude, al- 
most in danger of his life ; yet he 
was faithful to bis trust, and when 
God gave him a message he delivered 
it straight and plain, with "Thus 
saith the Lord." At another time 
Moses was np in the monnt receiving 
his Instructions from God, and be- 
cause he was a little longer than 
they thonght he ought to be, the peo- 
ple rebelled against God, with Aaron 
as their leader, and went to worship- 
ping a golden calf. And what did 
Hoses do ? Then Moses stood In the 
gate of the camp and said, "Who Is on 
the Lord's side, let him come unto 
me,' and all the sons of Levi gathered 



neighbors is a blessing to be desired 
and prayed for by all Its Inhabitants. 
Deliverance from peril takes away 
from the enemy the opportunity of 
reproaching the Divine name ; for- 
bids them saying In taunting language, 
"Where is their God ?" When men 
disobey God, the earth becomes a 
wilderness, hut when they obey God, 
the earth becomes an Eden, a verlt- 
ahle garden of the Lord. There Is 
peace (verse 20), there is growth 
(verse 22), there Is superabundance 
(verse 19), there Is Joy (verse 21), 
there is real satisfaction (verse 
26), and there Is nraise (verse 
26). Thin is an ideal state of society. 
Thus will It he when all souls repose 
In the love of the eternal God. 

THURSDAY. 

Joel II. 28-111. 8.— The prophet, hav- 
ing spoken of temporal blessings, 
now speaks of spiritual blessings, of 
which the temporal is but a type. We 
are not at a loss about the meaning 
of the promise (verses 28-30), nor in 
douht to what It refers, and wherein 
it bad Its accomplishment. The Apos- 
tle Peter has given us an explanation 
and application of it, assuring us 
that when the Spirit was poured out 
upon the apostles on the day of Pen- 
tecost (Acts II.), that was the very 
thing which was spoken of here hy 
the prophet (Acts li. 16-21). The 
time, the author, the extent, and the 
effect of the outpoured Spirit, are 



clearly bronght hefore ns. The gift of 
the Spirit Is not limited. It is for all 
flesh. The word ponr Bpeaks of a 
mighty shower, even as copiously as 
the rain after the prayer of Elijah. 
"Yotirs 99HS *tlf! d^HEb^rn" etr:. *l*>fifi 
not limit the application of the prom- 
ise, hnt simply gives examples of 
those who shall realize It, ona 'he el- 
ect It will have npon them. Do we 
know anything abont this promise ? 

FRIDAY. 

Joel 111. 9-21. — The prophet describes 
the victory which the church should 
gain over its enemies, and also the 
prosperity, Joy, and purity which 
should follow. The closing verses 
give a very graphic picture of the 
future glory of the people of God. 
Three things are here promised — 
purity, plenty, and perpetuity. Purity 
is put last, but It really la first, for 
It is the ground and fonnin'-jun of the 
rest. The church shall he all fair, 
without spot, wrinkle, or blemish. So 
plentiful Is the blessing, that the tide 
of it shal] reach even to the Valley of 
Shlttlm, which lay a great way off 
from Jerusalem on the other side of 
Jordan, and was a dry and barren 
valley. The most distant and barren 
places of society shall be awakened 
Into moral verdure hy the advent of 
the life-giving stream. Furthermore, 
they shall never be led asaln Into 
captlvRy. The Church will he eternal; 
Its enemies shall be desolate.

mingled with tears ; of Watchman 
Ezekiel's slinging reproofs ; of 
Watchman Daniel in the palaco of 
Darius ; or Shadrach, Meshach and 
Ahed-nego, In the presence of Neon- 
chadnezsax.

O— "Who told you that your heart 
and life agree 7" 

I. — "My heart tells me so." 

C.— "Ask my hrother If I'm a thief, 
Except the Word of God bear witness 
In this matter, other testimony Is of 
no value." 

I.— "But Is It not a good heart that 
has good thoughts 7 And Is it not a 
good life that 1b according to God's 
commandments 7" 

C. — "Yes ; that is, a good heart has 
good thoughts, hut It is one thing to 
have a clean heart, and another to 
think you have it." 

I. — "What do count good thoughts, 
and a life according to God's com- 
mandments ?" 

C. — "There are good thoughts of 
various kinds ; some respecting our- 
selves, some God, some Christ, and 
some other things."

Now, when a man 
thlnkB like this of his ways, with 
heart-humiliation, then haa he ■ good 
thoughts of his own ways, because 
bis thoughts now agree with the 
Word of God." 

I. — "What are good thoughts con- 
cerning God 7" 

C. — Even as I have said concern- 
ing ourselves, when our thoughts of 
God agree with what the Word says 
of Him. We have right thoughts of 
God when we fully realize that He 
knows us hotter than we know our- 
selves, and can see sin In us where 
and when we ean see none In our- 
selvos. When we think He knows 



our Inmost thoughts, and that onr 
heart, with all its depths. Is always 
open to His eyes." 

I.— "Do you think that I am such 
a fool as to think that God can see 
no farthor than I 7 I helieve in Christ 
for Justification." 

C— "But you do not see yonr need 
of Him. You neither see your origi- 
nal nor actual infirmities, but you 
have such an opinion of yourself and 
of what you do, as plainly shows you 
to be one that never did see the ne- 
cessity of Christ's porsonal righteous- 
ness to justify you hefore God. H.iw 

fn n ohifist r 7 ' then ' tbat rou helluve 
„ Is—" r - believe as many others be- 
lieve." 
C— "Now, how do you hellevo 7' 
I.— "I believe that Christ died lor 
sinners, and that I shall he justified 
through Him. Or this : Christ makes 
my religious duties acceptahle to the 
Father through His merits ; and so I 
Bhall he Justified." 

A Lazy Man's Creed. 

O. — "Let me comment upon your 
confession of faith. (1) You helieve 
in a fantastical faith, which is no- 
where described In His Word. f2) 
You believe In a raise faith, because 
It takes Justification from the person- 
al righteousness of Christ, and ap- 
plies it to your own. This faith makes 
Christ a justlfler of your actions, not 
your person, and of your person lor 
your actions' sake, which Is false 
(4) Therefore this faith is deceitful 
and will condemn you, for true jus- 
tifying faith puts the soul, as sensible 
of Its lost condition hy the law, up-ju 
flying for refuge to Christ's rigL=p- 
ousneas.

we believe it ?" 

.. p- — "Ignorance Is your name, and 
this answer showB you deserve It. 
You are Ignorant of all that 1 ha*e 
been trying to explain to you." 

H.— "Ask him whether he ever had 
Christ revealed to him from Heaven." 

I.— "What ! do you believe in pre- 
sent day revelations ?

m.-THE GERMANS. 

CHAPTER VI. 
Otto the Great A. D. 936-973 

Otto, the son of Helnrlch, had beBn 
already chosen King of Germany, and " 
was married to Edith, sister to the 
English King, Athelatan, a gentle lady, 
who saved and petted a deer which 
had tal:on refuge in her chamber. He 
was crowned at Aachen, hy the Arch- 
bishop of Mainz, and the great dukes 
were present In the right of their 
offices— the Duke of Franeonia, aa 
Carver; the Duke of Lorraine, as 
chemherlaln; the Duke of Swabla, as 
cuphearer; the Duke of Bavaria, as 
master of the horse. Standing In the 
middle aisle of tho eathedral, the 
archbishop called on all who would 
have Otto for their King to hold up 
their right hands. Then, leading him 
to the altar, he gave him the sword 
to chastise the enemies of Christ, the 
mantle of peace, the seeptre of power, 
and then, annotating, head, breast, 
arms, and hands, with oil, crowned 
him with the golden crown of Karl 
the Great; and there was a great 
feast, when all the dukes served him 
according to their offlees; hut he 
had a stormy reign. The Dukes of 
Franeonia and Lorraine rebelled, and 
so did his own brothers; but he was 
both brave, wise, and forgiving, so 
he brought them all to submit, and 
foreed Boleslaf of Bohemia to leave 
off persecuting the Christians. 

The Karllng King of Fraee. Louis 
IV., had a great quarrel with his 
vassals, Hugh, Count of Paris, and 
Richard, Duke of Normandy, who 
called in the help of Harald Blue- 
tooth, King of Denmark: Louis had 
married another English Princess, 
and Otto came to help his hrother-in- 
law, thus beginning a war with Har- 
old whleh ended in his making Den- 
mark suhjeet to the Empire; and he 
also subdued the Slavonic Duchy of 
Poland. He founded bishoprics, like 
Karl the Great, wherever he conquer- 
ed heathens, and sent missions with 
them, Magdeburg was one of his 
greatest bishoprics. 

The Karllng line of Kings of Italy 
had come to an end with King Lothar, 
who had heen married to Adelhetd, a 
Karllng herself. She was young and 
beantifui, and the Lombard Duke, 
Berenger of Ivrea, wanted to marry 
her to his son. When she refused, 
ha shut her up In a castle on the 
Lago dl Garda; hut a good monk, 
named Martin made a hole through 
the walls or her dungeon, and led her 
wandering about, traveling hy night, 
and hiding by day In the standing 
corn and reeds, till she reached a 
fisherman's hnt, where she remained 
for some days in the dress of a fisher 
boy, while Brother Martin carried 
news to her frlendB. They took her 
to the castle of Canossa, and sent to 
entreat the help of Otto. He had lost 
his English wife; so Adelheld ottered 
to marry him, and gave him her claim 
to the kingdom of Italy. He collected 
his troops, and came down on Beieu- 
ger, who was besieging Canossa, drovo 
him away, and, taking the Queen in 
triumph to Pavla, held at once his 
wedding and his coronation as King 
of the Lombards.

King Edward's Bereavements. 

The latest bereavement that bas 
befallen the King Is tbe death of bis 
sister, Empress Frederick of Germany, 
the mother of the present German 
Emperor, who died at Crouberg, on 
Aug. 5th. While ber death bas for 
some time been expected, yet It came 
as a surprise. This is another one 
in the long list of bereavements of 
the King, who has lost, during the 
last twelve months, not only his mo- 
ther — Queen Victoria — but his brother, 
the Duke of Cobourg; his nephew, 
Prince Christian Victor; and now bis 
sister, to whom he was devotedly at- 
tached. The King and Queen will be 
present at tie funeral of the EmpreBB 
Frederick, at Potsdam.

Boer Commandant Froneman's son 
was killed near Winberg, and import- 
ant papers were found on his person.

before the war, was seventy-live 
thousand, are thus disposed of : In 
refugee camps, thirty-five thousand;

Kruger is still of the opinion that 
the Boers will he ultimately victor- 
ious.— [—Lord Kitchener reports the 
murder of a wounded yeoman nnd 
some natives in the employ of' tbe 
British, by Boers.— |— The War Office 
has stated tbat the cost of the war 
in South Africa for four months, end- 
ing July 31st was thirty-five mil- 
lion seven hundred and fifty thousand 
pounds. — | — The British had a sharp 
engagement with the Boers under 
Commandant VlUeon. The British 
captumed a guu, thirty-two prisoners, 
and twenty-two wagons.— I— The Brit- 
ish Parliament la asked to grant 
thirty-two and a-balf million dollars 
for the Transvaal and Orange River 
Colony, to aid them In recuperating 
from the effects of the war. Fifteen 
million of this vtll he considered an 
advance to be repaid out of the first 
loan issued ,by the colonies.

Ine recent naval manoeuvres in the 
English Channel resulted In the en- 
emy eapturing tbe defensive fleet. 
Quite a few vessels were damaged 
during the operations. 

Revolutionary songs were sung by 
the Socialists !n the Belgian Chamber 
of Deputies, on account of the Pres- 
' ident refusing to put a motion for 
adjournment. 

The royalty of the gold output for 
the Yukon for the month of June 
amounted to over one hundred thou- 
sand dollars. 

A big Protestant meeting In St. 
James Hall, London, protested against 
any change In the King's accession 
declaration. 

It la expeeted that the King will 
visit Ireland next April, to open the 
International Exhibition Jn Cork. ■ ■ 

A British and German expedition 
have started simultaneously for the 
Antartlc Ocean, bound upon discovery 
and scientific investigations. 

The eontlnucd depredation committ- 
ed hy Turkish troops along the north- 
ern boundary has caused Uie Austrian 
Government to place Its garrison 
along the Turkish frontier upon war 
foetlng. 

Great excitement exists among the 
Alblans, at Prlstina. The Chinese are 
reported to be in a deBperate con- 
dition on account of the repeated raids 
of Turkish troops and mobs. 

Violent Boxer placards have been 
posted at Canting, near the Christian 
chapels, threatening the destruc'icn 
of foreigners If the imposition of the 
house tax is enforced. 

A woman and two mon wer? ml>tn 
from Jail and lynched at Corrollaton. 
Louisiana. Tub* were suspoccl r.f 
murder. . *..; 

A lot of Indians, from the duad'an 
Walpole lslandH reserve, employed on 
thu sugar beet farms In Michigan, 
were deported by the alien lahor in- 
spector. 

The revolution In Columhla is pro- 
gressing. The Government has heen 
unable to mann the gunhoat, and the 
rehels are reported to he successful 
everywhere. 

The manufacture of war material 
Is said to be very active in China, and 
the attitude of China Is sullen and 
defined. 

A big gold strike has been made on 
the Rand. A Johannesburg despatch 
states that a main gold reef was 
struck at a depth of four thousand 
eight hundred feet. 

The South American Repuhlics, Co- 
lumhla and Venezuela, are at war. 
The former Invaded the latter'a ter- 
ritory, hut was repulsed with a losa 
of nine hundred men. Tho cause of 
the eontllct was disputed boundary 
fliilniB.

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CHAPTER XXVI. 
FOMENTATIONS. 

Fomentations form a ready and 
simple meanu of relieving pain. Sev- 
eral thicknesses of flannel are dipped 
in hot water, wrung out, placed on 
the part affected, and then covered 
over with a folded hlanket, heavy 
piece of flannel or piece of mackin- 
tosh to keep In the heat. The flan- 
nels are changed every fifteen min- 
utes, two sets being used, bo that 
one may replace the other the mo- 
ment it Is removed. 

A teaspoonful of laudanum or tur- 
pentine may be sprinkled on the flan- 
nel hefore It Is applied, to Increase 
the effect 

BATH 8. 

In preparing the bath the temper- 
ature must be tested with a hermo- 
meter, any common one answering 
tbe purpose. 

The temperature and usual time 
for remaining In tbe bath are shown 
by the following table : 

Cold bath, 60 to 70 deg., duration s 

to SO minutes. 
Tepid bath, 80 to 82 deg., duration 20 

to 25 minutes. 
Warm bath, 92 to B8 deg., duration 15 

to 20 minutes. 
Hot bath, 98 to 110 deg,, duration 10 

to 15 minutes. 

Cold Baths.— Cold baths are given 
to excite the capillary circulation, to 
produce a healthy action of the skin 
and enable It to reslBt atmospheric 
changes. Their first effect is to drive 
the blood from the surface to tbe in- 
ternal organs. This is followed by 
a reaction and feeling of warmtb. The 
cold bs.Hi should be taken at lenat 
three hours after eating, the person 
plunging In and Immediately wetting 
the head, and remaining in about .lve 
minutes. 

Another use of the cold bath is to 
reduce excessive heat, especially in 
fever and heats t.oke, when the tem- 
perature reaches 104 degrees or 
more. It Is usual to commence by 
putting the patient Into a bath of be- 
ween 70 and 80 degrees, aud gradu- 
ally reducing the temperature to 60 
or 65 degrees, keeping blm In half an 
hour. 




Hot Buthiu— Hot baths Increase the 
circulation on the surface of the 
body, relieving congestion of internal 
organs. They are used in cases like 
shock or apparent drowning, when 
there Is great depression, to stimulate 
the nervous system, and are of the 
greatest service In the convulsions of 
children. On leaving the bath the 
skin must be quickly dried, and the 
person put into bed as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Hot baths, when taken by the sick 
or feehle, may produce falntness, 
consequently such persons run the 
risk of helng drowned If left alone In 
the bath. 

Warm and Tepid Baths calm and 
soothe the nervous system. They 
are useful when there Is excitement 
and irritahiuty.: 

The Use of the Clinical Thermometer. 

The average normal temperature of 
the human body Is 98.4. In children 
it averages a little higher than in 
adults, and a little higher In the fe- 
male sex than In the male. 

The temperature Is also nearly a 
degree higher In the afternoon and 
first part of *"* night than In Lhe 
early morning hours. It falls from a 
little after midnight to six or seven 
In the morning, and then again gra- 
dually rises until midnight. Conse- 
quently, If tbe temperature bad been 
taken at 6 p.m., and again i.1 10 p.m., 
and found to have risen nearly a de- 
gree, It woutd not Indicate any in- 
crease of fever, A rise of two de- 
grees in children is very common 
from the most Insignificant causes, 
and by Itself need excite no alarm. 
The clinical thermometer has the de- 
grees and fractions of a degree mark- 
et on the glass stem, and should be 
self-registering and have a magnify- 
ing face. A little arrow marks the 
normal point 

To Take the Temperature. — Afttu 
snaking the ludez do— c below the ar- 
row, place -the bulb In the mouth un- 
der the tongue, and tell the patient to 
close the lips, holding the thermome- 
ter In place Ave minutes, or place it 
In the armpit, bring the arm across 
the cheBt so as to imbed the thermo- 
meter deeply In tbe folds of skin, and 
keep It there five or six minutes. 

THE PULSE. 

The pulse is due to the movement 
of the blood within the arteries, and 
as the movement Is caused hy rhe 



contraction of the heart, the c-ha^c- 
ter of the pulse Is modified hy the 
condition of the heart, and alec of the 
blood vessels. 

The average pulse rate In the adult 
Is about 76 beats per minute, but It 
varies greatly according to age ; at 
birth, 130 to 140 ; during the first 
year, 115 to 130 ; during the secoud 
year, 100 to 115 ; during the nurd 
year, 96 to 105 ; from seventh to four- 
teenth year, 80 to 90 ; from four- 
teenth to twenty-first, 75 to 80 ; from 
twenty-first to sixtieth, 70 to 75, and 
In old age, 75 to 80. in the female 
sex the pulse Is. from 10 to 14 beats 
more frequent per minute than In the 
ci ale at the same age. 

The pulse is quickened hy exertion, 
by excitement and by taking food, 
and Is retarded hy cold, sleep and 
fatigue. 

To Count the Pulse. — Place the 
finger over the radial artery at the 
wrist and count the beats for fifteen 
seconds, then multiply hy four. The 
result Is the number of beats' per 
minute. 

THE RESPIRATION. 

The average number of respirations 
per minute in the healthy adult is 
about 18, or from 16 to 20 ; at birth 
it Is 44 ; at Ave years, 26 ; from fif- 
teen to twenty, 20 ; twenty to twen- 
ty-five, 18.7 : twenty-five to thirty, 16, 
and thirty to fifty, 18.1. Tbe propor- 
tion of respiratory movements to the 
pulse is from 1 to 5 to l to 4. That Is, 
we breathe 1-4 to 1-6 as often ss tbe 
pulse beats. 

To Count the Resplratlon^-Watch 
the movements of the chest, listen to 
the breathing, or place the hand on 
the chest and count the number of 
movements In a minute. 

BED SORES. 

Many people die when long con- 
fined to bed, not from disease, but 
from bed sores, caused by neglect, 
and frequently neither patient nor 
nurse is aware of what is going on 
until tbo mischief is done. They gen- 
erally form In an emaciated person 
about the hips, all down the spine, 
over the shoulder blades, on the heels 
and elbows, or wherever the bones 
keen up a constant pressure on the 
flesh until the circulation stops and 
a sore appears. A slight redness oc- 
curs at first, accompanied by some 
pain, and if attended to the trouble 
may be stopped. The parts are to be 
bathed twice a day with alcohol and 
water, hut It is still more Important 
to relieve tbe part from pressure. 
For this purpose use small pillows, 
arranged so as to support the body 
without allowing tbe threatened place 
to touch anything, or place an air 
pillow so that the affected part is 
over the opening.
